Justice And Equity 


T private citizens and governments (municipal and 
provincial) in Western Canada have been ruthlessly ex- 
ploited by indefensible interest rates. 


The chartered banks violated their charter provisions 
which expressly limited their right to charge interest in 
excess of 7 per cent. The joker in the provisions was NO 
PENALTY was provided in case of a violation. Millions of 
dollars were thus collected illegally, and it is only several 
years ago that penalties were imposed for continuing the 
illegal practices common in all western provinces since the 
country was settled. 


The Honorable Charles A. Dunning, minister of fin- 
ance, has fixed 5 per cent as the maximum rate of interest 
to be charged in all provinces in Canada under the Farm 
Loan Board, also a maximum rate of 5 per cent on loans 
under the Dominion Housing Act to apply in every province 
in Canada. 


The courts limit interest to 5 per cent in all court 
awards (Quebec 3 per cent). 


In Alberta, Chief Justice the Honorable Charles R. 
Mitchell, chairman of the Alberta Board of Review under 
the Farmers’ Creditors Arrangement Act, fixed 5 per cent 
as the maximum interest rate and hundreds of settlements 
have been made on that basis. 


The Premier of Ontario, Honorable Mitchell F. 
Hepburn, two years ago fixed 4 per cent as the maximum 
interest rate on farm loans under the Ontario Farm Loan 
Board. 


In view of the tragic conditions which have prevailed 
since 1930, what possible justification is there for the 
lending institutions of Canada to continue their efforts to 
collect and charge interest in excess of 5 per cent? Usury 
has been the downfall of every nation in history which 
has permitted it. 


The provincial governments should use all their powers 
to force debt adjustments to a payable basis. 


The Fortin proposal to the City of Edmonton, made on 
behalf of the bond dealers, to simply spread out over thirty 
years our net debt of $26,000,000 at no reduction in the 
present interest rates of 41, 5,51, 6 and 7% is not worthy 
of consideration by any taxpayer who is interested in pro- 
tecting his property from the confiscatory tax rates of 55 
mills or more necessary to carry out the Fortin scheme,

Those limits are exceeded when the caucus 
replaces the legislature as a place where public 
issues are settled and the legislative program 
“cut and dried.” In genera) terms it may be said 
that when the caucus operates to prevent a full 
and free discussion in the legislature it is being 
made an instrument of mischief; as when it is 
used to dragoon party members into supporting 
a policy with which they do not agree 

Abuse of the caucus was one means by Which 
the late U.F.A. party dug its own grave, and 
the present legislative majority have caucused 
even more persistently, in session and out of 
session. The protests of some of the members 
suggest that these private meetings may haye 
been held less to encourage discussion and a 
reasoned development of policy than to steam- 
roller those who showed inconvenient freedom 
of thought and action. 


THE FREIGHT RATE BARRIER 

Grain shipped from Edmonton or Calgary to 
Vancouver for export is carried for 20 cents per 
hundred pounds. But grain shipped there for 
local use costs 4142 cents per hundred. The 
Turgeon commission has just been reminded 
at Vancouver that this long-standing discrimina- 
tion still stands, as a result of which it costs less 
to ship Alberta grain to Liverpool via Vancouver 
than to ship it to stock-growers or other con- 
sumers at the Coast 

Just why it should thus be possible to deliver 
Canadian grain cheaper to consumers on the 
other side of the world than to Canadians living 
seven hundred miles from the wheat fields, is 
something the average man has given up trying 
to understand. Like some other railway conun- 
drums, the more it is explained by the railway 
experts the more mysterious it becomes 

That the commission wil] be able to stop the 
funny business, or get it stopped, is a good deal 
to hope for, after all the former attempts to 
bring the domestic rate down to the export rate. 
But if it fails, that should not be for want of 
encouragement to try 

Alberta boards of trade and other interests 
should support the representations made at Van- 
couver, for the producers of this province are as 
vitally concerned as are their prospective cus- 
tomers at the Coast. An available and expand- 
ing local grain market there would be valuable 
to the Alberta farmer at all times, particularly 
valuable in seasons which Jeave him with large 
supplies of low grade grain suitable for feed for 
poultry and st

Health — Your Greatest 


Possession 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
I was once astonished by a magazine article 
by a well-known doctor in which he stated that 
many things are more important than health. 
He considered that health is about the fourth or 


fifth most important thing in life and that learn- 
ing how to do your work well is more important 
than studying how to be 
healthy. 

It is difficult for me to be- 
lieve that anything could be 
more important than health 
and I fail to see how anyone 
without good health could do 
his work well. In fact, I am 
convinced that the healthier 
ue a person is, and the more vit- 
Dr. F. McVoy ality and strength he has, the 
better able he would be to carry out his work. 

Instead of héalth being fourth or fifth most 
important, it should rightly take first place, be- 
ing considered the most important state man 
might possibly cultivate. Many years ago a wise 
man of Gieece summed it up when he said, “Of 
all things, health is best for mortal man.” 

I do not see how any one could doubt the 
value of paying attention to building sound, 
glorious health. Your health is your greatest 
asset—remember that. 

Many people have only a vague idea of how 
to be healthy. They think of health as some- 
thing which is an accident, which just happens. 
Perhaps they have a wish for health to be given 
to them by some one else, by some miracle- 
worker who will restore their health miracul- 
ously by some trick treatment which will take 
only a minute or two of their time. However, 
the truth of the matter is that health is very 
largely a condition which you give yourself. It 
must be earned. Those who will do the neces- 
sory work to earn it will be amply repaid. 

Naturally, if one has experienced a serious 
accident, then it may not be easy to restore 
health. However, this is the chief exception, and 
in practically all other cases, health may be re- 
stored by following those commonsense rules of 
right living which bring health as a reward. 

Many people are neglectful of those rules be- 
cause they seem so simple. They want some- 
thing more complicated—something which scems 
more important. It is true that a complicated 
treatment may be needed by those who have 
neglected their health too long. But for the 
average person who is still fairly well most of 
the time, but who is nevertheless conscious that 
his health is not all that it might be, the observ- 
ance of simple rules of right living will be all 
that is necessary. 

Health comes from such easy practises 
eating correctly, exercising regularly, breathing 
deeply, drinking enough clean water, securing 
enough sleep, and encouraging the positive men- 
tal attitude of cheerfulness, kindliness, hope, etc 

I do not promise you that you will experience 
a change for the better the first day you start 


as 


to observe these good habits of living, but 1 do - 


promise you that you will honestly and sin- 
cerely give them a fair trial that you will slowly 
but surely notice many benefits coming to you. 
Your skin will be clearer—your step will be 
lighter—your eyes will be brighter—and you will 
have that endurance and that joy in living which 
comes only when you are in perfect health.

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The Passing Show

Last Wednesday when Hon. Dr. Cross brought 
in an amendment to the Sterilization Act, to give 
medical boards the power to order sterilization 
operations without the consent of parents, Pre- 
mier Pattullo of British Columbia announced a 
further expenditure of $265,000 for the accommo- 
dation of more mental defectives in that prov- 
ince. 

Both western provinces are spending enor- 
mous sums to house and feed and clothe and 
care for the lives of the insane in their midst. 
Depressions may come, wars may rage, but the 
defective population is cared for though the 
willing suffer and the healthy are marched off 
to be cannon fodder. 

Nearly all those confined in the mental hos- 
pitals are hopeless cases. They must show pro- 
nounced mania before they can be admitted. 
Even the so-called “harmless” among them are 
not truly harmless. A harmless delusion of 
today may become a homicidal mania by tomor- 
row. Many defectives are without the slightest 
glimmering of hope, like that farmer west of 
Edmonton who a few years ago under the im- 
pulse of religious mania, turned his wife and 
young children out of their beds in forty-bdlow 
weather, set fire to their home, threatened the 
lives of his dependents, and with an axe pro- 
ceeded to chop off his own feet before the police 
could be summoned. * 

It’s hard enough on those who are struggling 
to support their own healthy families and keep 
a roof over their heads to be taxed to proiong 
the lives of these hopeless ones; it is trebly a 
burden when the defectives are permitted to 
reproduce themselves without restraint. With 
no more restraint than animals, most mental de- 
fectives are prodigious breeders. Society is 
surely justified in protecting itself, so far as the 
science of stirpiculture permits, by seeing that 
these defectives do not reproduce their kind. No 
person or institution exempt by law from the 
payment of taxation is in a good position to deny 
the plea of the taxpayer to dam the stream of 
defective progeny of the defective population. 


Strange how history repeats itself. My snti- 
quarian literary friend, F. G. Roe, whose delv- 
ings into history have been noted previously in 
this column, sends me a copy of an antique 
poem by one “W. E.”—supposed to be Doktor 
Wilhelm Eberhardt, a scribbler of the early part 
of the 18th century. 

Mr. Roe says he came across the verses while 
searching among some old papers in an English 
manor house. He thinks the “Georg” referred 
to in the lines is George the Second, whose 
coronation took place in 1727—which would be 
within the period of Herr Docktor Eberhardt. 
The lines read:

It's quite true that Barnum said: “There's 
one born every minute.” For the past thirty 
years, to my_knowledge, the old wallet game has 
been worked steadily by confidence men in 
western Canada, yet it never lacks victims. 

Half a dozen times a year the news services 
tell of men who have been victimised. Within 
the past twelve months the Bulletin has told of 
two Edmonton men who have been despoiled. 
One of them parted with $40,000 to the gang. 

There are two forms of confidence games in 
popular use. In one the victim is allowed to pick 
up a wallet containing money and is given rac- 
ing tips by the grateful owner; in the other the 
victim is introduced by a plausible acquaintance 
to the secret agent of a stock-jobbing ring. 
Both methods have been described in detai] in 
this column severa] times. But no amount of 
warning stops the suckers. To be invited by 
a gentleman engaged in defrauding the public 
to join with him in helping defraud his employ- 
ers, is an appeal no sucker can resist. It flut- 
ters his vanity and rouses his cupidity. 

These confidence gangs have been making 
rich hauls in western Canada for many years. 
They maintain agents—‘shills” they call them 
in the argot of crime—to apprise them when 
local men with money and a bump of credulity 
are about to travel. 

At the present time a Fernie haberdasher 
who obviously didn't read his newspapers to 
his own profit, is telling a Vancouver jury how 
a confidence gang in that city took $60,000 from 
him. There's something about the possession 
of money that makes some men want to make 
more, easily and quickly. 
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British Columbia is to be represented at the 
Coronation after all. Premier Pattullo says that 
neither himself nor any of his ministers can 
take the time from public business to go to the 
Coronation. 

Into the breach steps Hon. Eric W. Hamber, 
British Columbia's wealthy sportsman, Jumber- 
man and Lieut.-Governor. His Honor says that 
he will go. He had Chief Justice Aulay M. Mor- 
rison sworn in as Administrator, and left for 
London. 

Hon. Eric W. Hamber is going at his own ex- 
pense, too. And he is going with the well-wishes 
of every British Columbian.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


A note in a biography gives cause 
to tell a story of a man who twice 
told London and the British people 
of victories at Quebec. Henry Cald- 
well had served under James Wolfe 
both at Louisbourg and in the bat- 
tle of the Plains of Abraham. He 
it was who was chosen by General 
Monckton to go to England with the 
news both of the capture of Quebec 
and of the death of General Wolfe 
As reward for this news Caldwell 
was given a grant of £500. He came 
back to Quebec and continued in 
military service there until April 7 
1774, when he retired to devote his 
time to the development of the 
seigniory of Lauzon granted tuo 
James Murray which he had leased 
for 99 years. In civil life he ad- 
vanced rapidly; he was receiver 
general, a member of the executive 
council and of the legislative coun- 
cil, but when Arnold and Mont- 
gomery laid siege to Quebec in 1775 
he returned to the army, aided in 
the defeat of the invaders and was 
again sent as special envoy to Lon- 
don with the good news that Que- 
bec was safe. Fur this he was given 
another £500 and the rank of 
lieutenant colonel. Back in Canada 
Not satisfied with 
the Lauzon property he acquired 
from Murray’s heirs the seigniorics 
of Riviere du Loup, Madawaska 
and others, paying for them more

RISING PRICES 


Wherever the consumer looks 
these days he is confronted with 
sharply r'sing prices. It does not 
matter what he seeks to buy or in 
what country he lives, the trend is 
all in the same direction. A few 


years ago, governments were great- | 


ly concerned because prices were 
falling and in some notable in- 
stances they took heroic, if none too 
wise measures, to reverse the trend 
Now they are quite as much con- 
cerned about the opposite situation 
and are casting about for ways and 
means of controlling the price rise. 

The ultimate consumer is, as a}- 
ways, rather invocal about the 
whole thing. There are grumblings, 
of course, but these people have 
little wey of expressing their fears 
Not so the industrialist whe buys 
raw materials for his factory in 
huge commodities. He is in the 


| 


same boat as the consumer, except 
that be is equipped with a para- 
chute of sorts in his potential ab‘lity 
to pass the price increases along to 
someone else and thus he incurs 
less risk of coming a cropper. 

Practically every commodity is 
showing a decided tendency to- 
wards higher prices. At the same 
time known available supplies 
dwindle rapidly either through use 
in manufacturing or because the 
industrialist with the long pocket-

Before cleansing the face, the | 
hair always should be banded back 
with a strip of gauze or some like 
medium. A regular makeup cap is 
very effective for this purpose. 
Such caps can be procured in stiff 
materials, in linen and muslin, and 
in soft mesh forms. If such a cap | 
is worn or the hair properly band- 
ed back, there is not much danger 
of any soap getting into the hair | 
And even if, occasionally, a bit of | 
it does get in, it will prove in no 
way harmful if it is .thoroughly 
rinsed out 

It is a good plan to brush the 
hair up and ba.: from the hairline 
after cleansing and before making 
up the face, in order to remove any 
dirt and grime that may have ac- 
cumulated in that area. A pow- 
der-blending brush should also be 
used when makeup has been ap- 
plied, to brush any bits of powder 
from the hairline. This will tend 
to do away with any accumulations 
and will keep the forehead clean 
and perfect.

Question—My roof is covered 
with wood shingles, and water 
seeps through to the ceilings.

The less the slope, the 
farther the flashings should extend 
From your letter I judge that the 
leaking places are not very steep.

NEW RECORD OF 
UNPRINTED BILLS 


Establishing a new record in the 
province for unprinted bills, the 
legislative order paper on Tuesday 
showed 21 bills as introduced, of 
which only three were printed.
